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THINGS  THAT  MIGHT  HAVE  BEEN 
BETTER  EXPRESSED

It  is  said  that  James  II,  when  in  exile  in  France,  watching  the  English  navy 
destroy  12  French  battleships  at  La  Hogue,  remarked  to  his  French  hosts  “None 
but  my  English  tars  could  have  done  so  gallant  a  deed” — a  fair  specimen  of  that 
unfortunate  flair  for  saying  the  wrong  thing  which  left  him  virtually  friendless.1 

The  coins  that  I  have  chosen  to  write  about  are  all  variations  on  the  same  theme. 
Their  inscriptions,  which  we  usually  accept  without  much  thought,  are  all  either 
strikingly  inappropriate  or  else  palpably  untrue  and  if  perhaps  you  may  think  that  I 
have  at  times  overstated  my  case,  well  then  this  may  prove  a  source  of  discussion  at 
the  end. 

rutilans  ROSA  sine  spina — Henry  the  dazzling  rose  without  a  thorn.  Found  on 
Henry  VIII’s  second  coinage  of  1526  and  is  still  to  be  seen  on  the  crowns  of  his  third 
coinage  which  continued  up  to  his  death  in  1547. 

While  it  might  be  said  that  as  late  as  1526  Henry  was  still  rutilans  as  he  flashed 
through  the  tournament  lists,  it  is  hard  to  think  of  that  tough  young  man  as  a  rose — 
much  too  fragile  a  symbol  for  a  typical  renaissance  prince.  As  for  his  later  years  the 
inscription  is  so  extra-ordinarily  inaccurate  that  one  wonders  whether  it  was  only 
fear  that  prevented  the  Master  of  the  Mint  from  suggesting  a  change. 

In  the  last  10  years  of  his  life  the  rose  became  decidedly  full  blown.  Between  1536 
and  1541,  as  we  know  from  his  armour,  Henry’s  waist  measurement  had  increased 
by  17  inches.  His  last  wife,  Katherine  Parr,  had  to  cope  with  a  fat,  irritable,  evil¬ 
smelling  old  man  with  an  ulcerated  leg — game  to  the  end  admittedly — but  rutilans 
rosa  sine  spina ,  that  was  many  years  ago. 

Sine  spina — without  a  thorn.  The  phrase  must  have  seemed  a  strange  one  to 
those  who  were  pricked:  his  long-suffering  and  faithful  first  wife,  Katherine  of 
Aragon;  those  who  lost  their  heads,  Anne  Boleyn,  Thomas  More,  Bishop  Fisher, 
Katherine  Howard,  Thomas  Cromwell ;  all  victims  of  his  ruthless  will  and  of  his 
suspicious  mind. 

It  should  perhaps  be  added  that  the  same  inscription  appears  on  the  rare  gold 
crown  of  Henry’s  son  Edward — in  his  first  period  coinage.  When  applied  to  a  little 
boy  who  was  to  cough  out  his  lungs  before  he  was  sixteen,  the  words  “dazzling  rose” 
seem  equally  incongruous. 

philip  z  maria  R.  ang.  etc. — Philip  and  Mary,  King  (and  Queen)  of  England.  The 
rest  of  the  inscription  need  not  concern  us. 

It  is  true  that  Philip  was  King  regnant  and  not  a  consort  as  some  people  seem  to 
think,  but  nevertheless  it  would  have  been  far  better  if  he  had  had  the  wisdom  not 
to  insist  on  his  title.  If  there  was  one  thing,  apart  from  her  religious  policy,  that  lost 
Mary  Tudor  the  popularity  with  which  she  began  her  reign,  it  was  her  marriage  to 
Philip  of  Spain.  In  his  heart  every  loyal  Englishman  resented  the  idea  of  a  Spaniard 
upon  the  throne  of  England. 

While  the  projected  marriage  was  still  being  discussed,  Sir  Thomas  Wyatt  had 
raised  the  men  of  Kent  and  marched  on  London,  intending  to  place  the  Princess 
Elizabeth  and  Edward  Courtenay  on  the  throne.  The  attempt  failed,  Elizabeth 
finished  up  in  the  Tower  and  the  marriage  preparations  went  forward.  But  Spaniards 
were  extremely  unpopular  in  England.  Philip’s  envoys  suffered  the  indignity  of  being 
snowballed  in  the  streets  of  London  and  the  wedding  service  eventually  took  place, 
not  at  Westminster,  but  in  the  comparative  safety  of  Winchester  Cathedral.  What 
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Englishmen  feared,  of  course,  was  that  England  might  become  a  mere  province  of 
Spain  if  Philip  had  his  way,  for  Mary  was  deeply  in  love  with  him  and  completely 
under  his  influence.  Luckily,  Philip’s  other  problems  and  the  shortness  of  Mary’s 
reign  prevented  these  fears  from  being  realised. 

Still  one  cannot  help  feeling  that  it  would  have  been  more  politic  to  have  retained 
the  head  of  Mary  alone  upon  her  coins  and  to  have  omitted  all  reference  to  Philip. 
da  pacem,  domine — Give  peace,  O  Lord.  Found  on  the  early  testoons  of  Mary 
Queen  of  Scots. 

Although  the  testoons  are  dated  1553,  when  Mary  was  still  a  child  and  perhaps 
still  innocent  enough  to  approve  of  so  wholesome  a  sentiment,  these  coins  must  have 
remained  in  circulation  for  the  rest  of  her  reign  during  most  of  which,  if  Mary 
genuinely  hoped  that  the  Lord  would  give  her  peace,  she  certainly  did  little  to  help 
him. 

From  the  moment  that  she  returned  to  Scotland  as  a  young  widow  in  1561 
her  every  action  was  likely  to  cause  trouble.  Her  marriage  to  her  stupid  cousin  Lord 
Darnley,  her  determination  to  force  the  Roman  Catholic  religion  upon  a  country  that, 
under  the  leadership  of  John  Knox,  was  equally  determined  not  to  have  it,  her  third 
marriage  to  the  Earl  of  Bothwell,  a  ruffian  and  a  murderer;  these  and  other  acts 
caused  such  a  revulsion  of  feeling  against  her  that  she  was  forced  to  flee  to  England, 
leaving  Scotland  rent  by  civil  war.  Well  might  the  Scots  say  da  pacem ,  Domine. 
Mary  herself  had  no  right  to  the  inscription. 

Even  in  England  during  the  last  18  years  of  her  life  she  remained  a  centre  of 
unrest  and  plots  which  threatened  the  peace  of  that  country  and  the  life  of  its  Queen. 
deus  flavit  et  dissipati  sunt — God  blew  (with  his  winds)  and  they  were  scattered. 
Found  on  the  Armada  medal. 

These  words  help  to  keep  alive  one  of  the  many  myths  connected  with  the 
Spanish  Armada — in  this  case  the  one  that  it  was  God’s  support  of  the  Protestant 
cause  (by  a  specially  provided  tempest)  that  defeated  the  Spaniards. 

There  is  no  mention  of  the  English  fleet,  or  of  Drake  or  of  Lord  Howard.  Of 
course  better  ships  and  better  guns  had  won  the  battle  long  before  the  Spaniards  had 
any  trouble  with  the  weather.  It  was  the  damage  suffered  at  Gravelines  that  made 
them  unfit  to  face  what  was,  in  reality,  nothing  worse  than  a  series  of  stiffish  breezes 
blowing  from  the  wrong  direction  as  they  rounded  the  British  Isles.  And  the  ships 
that  came  staggering  in  to  the  Irish  coast  looking  for  water  owed  their  lack  ot  it  to 
Drake  who,  off  St.  Vincent  the  previous  year,  had  captured  and  burned  most  of  the 
seasoned  wood  from  which  the  water  barrels  should  have  been  made.  The  ones  the 
Spaniards  had,  made  mainly  from  green  wood,  all  leaked. 

But  if  the  destruction  of  the  enemy  could  be  seen  as  a  direct  act  of  God,  the 
clearer  it  would  be  that  the  Protestant  cause  was  God’s  cause.  Hence  the  mythical 
storm,  hence  the  inscription  on  the  medal. 

The  odd  thing  is  that  the  Spaniards  also  adopted  the  story.  As  Mendoza,  the 
Spanish  ambassador  in  Paris  pointed  out  to  Philip — and  I  quote  “God  punishes 
those  who  truly  love  Him  for  their  good.  It  may  be  that  He  chooses  to  humble  those 
who  fight  in  His  cause  so  that  through  humility  they  may  learn  the  way  to  victory”. 
It  was,  of  course,  easier  to  accept  defeat  at  the  hands  of  God  than  at  the  hands  of 
men. 

But  the  story  of  the  storm  had  its  beginning  soon  after  1588,  was  perpetuated  by 
the  words  of  the  Armada  medal  and  is  only  now  being  questioned  by  historians  such 
as  Mattingly,  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  this  section  of  my  talk. 

His  praesum  ut  prosim — I  am  set  over  them  that  I  may  be  of  benefit  to  them. 
Found  on  Charles  I’s  Scottish  unite.

I  wonder  what  the  educated  Scot  who  knew  his  Latin  thought  of  this.  He  would 
admit  that,  as  the  son  of  James  VI  Charles  was  set  over  him  but  Charles’  ideas  of 
benefiting  the  Scots  must  have  seemed  extremely  misguided.  They  had  consisted  in 
attempting,  in  1637,  to  force  the  English  Prayer  Book  and  system  of  Church  govern¬ 
ment  upon  a  country  that  was  either  Roman  Catholic,  as  in  the  Highlands,  or  else 
fanatically  Presbyterian. 

The  well-known  incident  in  St.  Giles,  Edinburgh,  when  Jenny  Geddes  threw 
her  stool  at  the  Dean  who  was  using  the  new  Prayer  Book  for  the  first  time  expressed 
the  feelings  of  the  country  admirably. 

The  results  of  Charles’  mistaken  attempt  “to  be  of  benefit”  to  Scotland  had 
been  the  signing  of  the  National  Covenant,  the  Bishops’  Wars  of  1639  and  1640  and, 
eventually  a  force  which  was  to  turn  the  day  at  Marston  Moor. 

Taking  together  the  following: 

christo  auspice  regno — I  reign  under  the  auspices  of  Christ,  found  on  many  of 
Charles’  coins: 

amor  populi  praesidium  regis — The  love  of  the  people  is  the  King’s  protection, 
found  on  the  reverse  of  his  angels ;  and  the  famous  declaration  which  he  made  to  the 
Privy  Council  at  Wellington  at  the  start  of  the  Civil  War: 

religio  protestantium,  leges  angliae,  libertas  parliamenti — The  religion  of  the 
Protestants,  the  laws  of  England,  the  liberty  of  Parliament,  found  on  many  of  the 
coins  struck  at  the  provincial  mints. 

Now  how  could  any  of  Charles’  opponents  have  read  these  without  a  smile? 
The  second,  amor  populi  praesidium  Regis ,  in  the  abstract  certainly  stated  a  truth,  but 
a  truth  that  was  to  be  increasingly  divorced  from  the  facts  of  life.  There  was  not 
much  love  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  when  the  London  mob  howled  for  Strafford’s 
life  outside  Charles’  palace  of  Whitehall.  Far  from  expecting  any  protection  from  his 
people,  the  King  had  real  fears  for  the  safety  of  his  Queen  and  children.  To  save  them 
he  sacrificed  Strafford. 

The  first,  Christo  auspice  regno ,  raised  the  theory  of  the  divine  right  of  Kings. 
This  had  begun  to  be  questioned  as  early  as  the  time  of  Elizabeth  I.  That  it  had  not 
come  to  a  head  then  was  due  entirely  to  the  old  Queenns  tact  and  to  the  masterly  skill 
with  which  she  handled  her  parliaments.  Both  sides  tacitly  agreed  not  to  push  an 
awkward  question  to  its  logical  conclusion. 

But  when  James  I  came  to  the  throne,  his  pedantic  mind  was  unable  to  leave  well 
alone.  He  stated  the  theory  in  black  and  white  and  Charles  inherited  his  views.  An 
increasingly  puritan  and  influential  House  of  Commons  had  different  ideas.  One  of 
the  root  causes  of  the  Civil  War  was  whether  the  King  was  to  rule  Christo  auspice  or 
whether  he  was  to  rule  through  Parliament.  As  for  Charles  saying  that  he  stood  for 
libertas  Parliamenti  as  he  did  in  the  Declaration — for  1 1  years  he  had  not  even  allowed 
Parliament  to  meet,  not  since  1629.  Even  before  this,  in  Parliament’s  eyes,  he  had 
been  setting  aside  the  leges  Angliae — the  laws  of  England,  by  his  habit  of  keeping  men 
in  prison  without  bringing  them  to  trial  and  now  he  was  collecting  taxes  without 
consulting  Parliament.  This  had  led  to  the  great  Ship  Money  case  of  1637.  And 
lack  of  money  to  pay  for  the  Bishops’  Wars  did  eventually  force  him  to  summon  the 
House  of  Commons.  He  respected  its  liberty  so  little  that  he  personally  entered  the 
chamber  while  his  swordsmen  ostentatiously  waited  outside  and  attempted  to  seize 
the  leader  of  the  House,  Pym,  and  four  other  members  of  whose  words  and  actions 
he  disapproved.  What  more  flagrant  attack  upon  the  liberty  of  Parliament  can  be 
imagined  ? 

If,  finally,  we  add  that  because  of  Henrietta  Maria,  Charles’  French  Roman 
Catholic  wife,  even  his  attachment  to  the  Church  of  England  was  suspect,  then  it  is 
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clear  that  the  whole  of  the  declaration  must  have  been  regarded  as  a  cynical  lie  by 
many  of  those  who  supported  Parliament  at  the  time  of  the  Civil  War. 

caroli  fortuna  resurgam — I,  the  fortune  of  Charles,  shall  rise  again.  Found  on  the 
rare  Scarborough  siege  pieces. 

dum  spiro  spero — While  I  breathe  I  hope.  Or,  to  translate  more  freely,  While  there’s 
life  there’s  hope. 

POST  MORTEM  patris  pro  filio — For  the  son  after  the  death  of  the  father.  Both 
inscriptions  are  found  on  the  siege  coins  of  Pontefract. 

It  is  only  in  retrospect  that  the  above  three  phrases  seem  so  pathetic.  At  the  time 
they  were  brave  attempts  to  make  the  best  of  a  bad  job  although  each,  by  implication, 
makes  it  clear  that  things  w'ere  not  going  well— -the  first,  at  least,  suggests  that.  The 
second,  issued  after  Charles’  capture,  subsides  to  little  more  than  “You  never  know 
your  luck”;  while  the  last  issued  after  Charles’  execution  is  really  a  pious  hope  for 
the  future. 

All  intelligent  people,  however,  must  have  known  that,  after  the  defeat  of  Charles’ 
last  army  in  the  field  at  Naseby,  the  towns  and  castles  scattered  over  the  country  were 
no  better  than  sitting  targets  for  the  Parliamentary  siege  train.  This  is  what  makes 
these  inscriptions  somewhat  pathetic.  They  expressed  hopes  that  could  never  be 
realised. 

has  nisi  periturus  mihi  adimat  nemo — Let  no  one  remove  these  (letters)  from  me 
under  penalty  of  death.  On  the  edge  of  crowns  and  half-crowns  of  Cromwell. 

decus  et  tut  amen — An  ornament  and  a  safeguard.  First  found  on  the  edge  of  all 
early  large  milled  silver. 

I  have  placed  these  together  because  I  felt  that  the  second  was  really  the  right 
way  to  express  the  first.  The  wordings  express  perfectly  the  popular  conception  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  Restoration  periods  and  illustrate  the  difference  in  outlook 
between  them.  The  first  was  a  time  when  the  rule  of  Cromwell’s  major  generals  tried 
to  force  the  country  to  fear  God,  thus  allowing  men  to  impose  the  severities  of  the 
law  with  the  satisfaction  that  they  were  doing  His  will. 

With  the  second,  suggested  incidentally  by  the  diarist  Evelyn,  we  emerge  into  a 
more  humane  climate.  The  word  decus — an  ornament,  hints  at  a  world  in  which 
beauty  can  once  more  take  its  place  without  seeming  sinful.  A  fine  coin  exists  to  be 
admired.  Tutamen — a  protection,  lays  the  emphasis  rather  on  the  bad  taste  of  a  man 
who  would  damage  a  beautiful  object  rather  than  on  the  death  penalty  that,  in  fact, 
still  remained  in  force  for  those  who  were  caught  clipping  coins. 

melioris  tessera  fati — A  token  of  better  fortune.  Found  on  the  edge  of  James  II’s 
pewter  crown,  issued  in  Ireland  in  1690  after  his  flight  from  England,  and 
christo  victore  triumpho — I  triumph  in  Christ  the  Conqueror.  On  the  reverse  of 
the  gunmoney  crown. 

The  first  of  these  is  really  the  counterpart  of  Charles  I’s  Caroli  fortuna  resurgam. 
Both  Kings  seem  to  have  been  unable  to  recognise  a  hopeless  situation.  But  at  least 
Charles  never  suggested  that  he  was  winning  the  fight,  which  is  surely  the  implication 
on  the  gunmoney  crown.  James  was  notoriously  obstinate  and  bigoted.  Perhaps  he 
really  did  believe  that  the  rightness  of  his  cause,  plus  the  might  of  Louis  XIV,  would 
put  him  back  upon  the  English  throne.  But  the  battle  of  the  Boyne  must  have  con¬ 
vinced  even  him.  A  rather  more  restrained  inscription  would  have  been  prudent  at 
least  until  he  had  tangible  successes  to  show  from  his  campaign. 

victoria  regina  1849.  This  is  the  inscription  on  the  obverse  of  the  wellknown 
Godless  Florin,  about  which  certainly  nothing  more  would  have  been  heard  if  only 
the  words  dei  gratia,  fidei  defensor  had  been  added.  As  it  was,  the  public  outcry 
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in  early  Victorian  England  was  so  great  that  the  Master  of  the  Mint  was  immediately 
dismissed. 

The  more  superstitious  members  of  the  public  are  said  to  have  attributed  the 
outbreak  of  cholera  that  occurred  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  Divine  displeasure  at  the 
appearance  of  this  unfortunate  florin. 

offa’s  gold  penny  (Unique).  I  have  made  no  attempt  to  reproduce  the  Arabic 
writing.  I  added  this  as  a  tailpiece  in  the  hope  that  someone  would  tell  me  what  it 
means.  Did  Offa  know  ?  Did  anyone  in  Mercia  know  ?  Surely  it  would  have  been 
better  to  have  used  a  language  that  his  subjects  could  understand  ?

Rather  surprisingly  although  the  number  and  types  of  denominations  is  small  by 
eighteenth  century  standards,  there  were  more  types  struck  during  William’s  short 
reign  when  compared  with  that  of  his  brother  George  IV. 

1.  Busts:  Basically  one  main  type  was  used.  This  is  similar  to  that  featured  on  the 
British  regal  coinage.  However,  although  it  was  employed  for  four  denominations 
of  the  gold  coinage  and  five  silver  denominations,  there  are  at  least  twTelve  varia¬ 
tions.  These  are  characterised  by  minor  differences  in  the  thickness  of  the  neck, 
features,  fineness  of  engraving  of  the  king’s  hair,  etc. 

2.  Arms:  Bearings  in  a  similar  form  to  those  seen  on  British  coins  were  used  as  the 
reverse  type  on  the  gold  10  and  5  taler  pieces  and  also  tor  the  silver  1  and  1  6 
talers.  Variations  in  the  shape  of  the  shield  are  evident.  Usually  it  is  depicted 
resting  on  a  wreath  of  oak  and  laurel,  crowned  and  surrounded  by  a  collar  of 
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monograms  and  heraldic  lions.  However,  one  10  taler  gold  piece  has  a  circular 
crowned  shield  edged  with  a  band  on  which  the  ducal  motto — nec  aspera  terrent 
— is  engraved  (see  George  II).  A  similar  design  appears  on  a  f  taler  piece  except 
that  the  garter  with  its  motto  surrounds  the  shield. 

3.  Running  Horse:  As  on  pieces  of  the  previous  reign  this  device  is  consistently  well 
engraved  and  of  good  style.  It  is  used  as  an  obverse  design  on  1  ducat  (2  taler) 
gold  pieces  and  silver  \  talers  (similar  to  George  IV).  On  the  smaller  silver  and 
copper  denominations  the  horse  is  placed  on  a  shield  which  is  surmounted  by  a 
crown.  The  form  of  this  crown  is  somewhat  different  from  that  seen  hitherto.  It 
is  the  monarch’s  crown  in  his  capacity  of  King  of  Hanover  rather  than  that  used 
in  his  capacity  as  King  of  Great  Britain. 

4.  \V.  R.  Monogram:  Used  on  the  copper  coinage.  There  are  two  main  types  dis¬ 
tinguished  by  the  fact  that  one  has  the  roman  numeral  below  while  the  other  has 
the  date  engraved.  Again  the  Hanoverian  rather  than  the  British  crown  sur¬ 
mounts  the  monogram. 

5.  Values:  Written  in  arabic  numerals  and  german  it  comprises  the  reverse  type  on 
the  2\  taler  and  I  ducat  (2  taler)  gold  pieces.  It  is  also  featured  on  1,  1/12)  1/2i 
taler  and  4  Pfennig  denominations.  The  2  and  1  Pfennig  copper  pieces  are 
similarly  treated.  As  in  the  previous  two  reigns  the  large  fraction  in  scroll  script 
is  used  for  the  f  taler. 

6.  Mining  Talers:  Not  issued  during  this  reign,  although  two  types  of  5  taler  were 
current.  The  obverse  of  one  has  a  bust  similar  to  those  noted  above,  while  the 
other  exhibits  an  inscription  in  German. 

7.  Legends:  Now  predominantly  in  German  but  rendered  in  latin  on  the  10  and  2\ 
taler  gold  pieces. 

8.  Edges:  These  are  either  milled  or  inscribed  incusely  with  the  motto  nec  aspera 
terrent.  A  number  of  edge  ornaments  are  seen. 

9.  Mints ,  etc.:  A  =  Administration  at  Clausthal  1833-49. 

LAB  or  B  =  Ludwig  August  Briiel,  Mintmaster  at  Hanover 
1818-39. 

C  =  Clausthal  1814-31. 

M  =  Heinrich  Ludwig  Maas. 

W  =  Friedrich  Wilkers. 

As  Victoria,  under  Salic  Law,  could  not  inherit  the  Kingdom  of  Hanover,  the 
succession  after  William’s  death  in  1837  passed  to  his  brother  Ernest,  Duke  of 
Cumberland.  Although  the  government  of  the  Kingdom  had  been  established  on 
reasonably  democratic  lines  under  the  British  crown  Ernest,  who  was  somewhat 
despotic,  demonstrated  the  severance  of  British  interest  by  attempting  (unsuccess¬ 
fully  to  demolish  this  system  of  government. 

Considering  the  period  (1714-1837)  as  a  whole,  the  coinage  during  the  first  three 
reigns  presents  a  bewildering  variety  of  issues  and  types.  However  with  the  reorganisa¬ 
tion  after  the  Napoleonic  Wars,  St.  Andrew  and  the  Wildman  devices  were  abandoned 
and  the  coinage  was  mainly  rationalised  on  the  basis  of  using  the  Monarch’s  bust 
as  an  obverse  type  with  either  a  statement  of  the  value  or  heraldic  bearings  occupying 
the  reverse.  An  exception  to  this  was  the  use  of  the  Running  Horse  motif  which, 
being  the  Pleraldic  device  of  Westphalia,  was  a  further  endorsement  of  the  Monarch’s 
identity.  The  use  of  the  royal  monogram  was  extensive  throughout  this  period  but 
as  the  first  names  of  many  German  princes  were  identical  to  those  of  the  first  four 
Hanoverian  King’s  (George)  and  they  also  issued  coins  bearing  monograms,  con¬ 
fusion  some  times  exists  in  properly  attributing  these  pieces.

WILLIAM  WYON’S  “GUILDHALL”  MEDAL 

By  H.  A.  V.  Warner 
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On  18th  January  1838,  a  committee  set  up  by  the  Corporation  of  London  recorded 
that  “We  were  attended  by  Mr.  William  Wyon,  an  officer  of  Her  Majesty’s  Mint,  who 
laid  before  us  several  profiles  of  Her  Majesty  which  had  been  submitted  to  Her 
Majesty  for  the  new  coinage,  and  we  agreed  with  him  to  provide  a  medal  having  on 
the  obverse  Her  Majesty’s  head  with  a  tiara  and  the  words  “Queen  Victoria”  and  on 
the  reverse  a  representation  of  Guildhall  with  the  Royal  Standard  ana  the  words  In 
honour  of  Her  Majesty’s  Visit  to  the  Corporation  of  London  9th  November  1837”. 

These  simple  words  were  the  order  for  one  of  William  Wyon’s  most  successful 
medals.  The  portrait  of  the  Queen  selected  was  used  on  numerous  later  medals,  as 
well  as  for  our  postage  stamps,  and  when  William  Wyon  was  received  by  King  Louis 
Philipne  of  France  at  Neuilly  in  1839  this  wTas  one  of  the  medals  he  chose  to  present 
to  the  King.  Three  hundred  and  fifty  medals  were  struck  in  bronze,  one  hundred  and 
twenty  in  silver,  and  one,  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Corporation  ol  London,  in 
gold.  It  is  still  William  Wyon’s  most  sought  after  medal. 

The  occasion  for  which  it  was  struck  was  Queen  Victoria’s  visit  to  the  first  Lord 
Mayor’s  banquet  following  her  accession.  She  became  Queen  on  20th  June  1837,  just 
after  her  eighteenth  birthday,  and  the  banquet  was  on  9th  November  in  the  same  year. 

It  was  an  event  of  great  public  rejoicing.  The  young  Queen  set  out  at  2  p.m.  from 
Buckingham  Palace  in  the  State  Coach  drawn  by  eight  cream  coloured  horses  with  a 
Yeoman  of  the  Guard  at  each  wheel,  two  footmen  at  each  door,  and  lour  grooms 
walking  on  either  side.  Also  in  the  procession  were  six  Royal  carriages  with  the 
Duchesses  of  Kent,  Gloucester,  Cambridge  and  Sussex  escorted  by  one  hundred 
Life  Guards.  Along  the  route  every  house  was  decorated  and  the  cheers  ol  the  crowds 
mingled  with  the  sounds  of  the  pealing  church  bells.  One  reporter  was  so  carried 
away  that  he  quoted  “She  looked  a  creature  so  bright  that  the  same  lips  and  eyes  she 
wears  on  earth  might  serve  in  paradise”.  The  only  fault  was  that  it  rained. 

At  Guildhall,  the  City  Recorder  read  an  address  of  welcome  to  which  the  Queen 
replied,  and  conferred  a  Baronetcy  on  the  Lord  Mayor,  John  Cowan. 

At  twenty  minutes  past  five  the  Queen  took  her  seat  for  dinner.  Every  effort  was 
made  to  create  a  gay  occasion.  No  lady  was  to  wear  a  black  dress  and  no  gentleman 
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could  wear  a  black  or  coloured  stock  or  cravat.  The  white  invitation  cards  were 
beautifully  embossed  with  swags  of  flowers,  and  so  many  guests  wanted  to  keep 
them  that  they  were  numbered  so  that  they  could  be  returned  after  the  banquet. 
The  company  included  the  most  distinguished  figures  in  the  City  and  Government 
as  well  as  the  Ambassadors  of  Austria,  Russia,  France  and  Turkey,  and  a  Minister 
representing  America. 

The  Queen’s  throne  was  in  crimson  velvet  and  white  satin,  and  embroidered  with 
motifs  including  the  Royal  Arms,  a  crown  and  the  rose,  thistle  and  shamrock,  and 
above  it  was  the  Royal  monogram  in  gas  jets  surmounted  by  the  word  “Welcome”. 

The  choir  sang  “Hail,  happy  Albion”,  and  “All  hail  our  Queen  Victoria,  Welcome 
and  blessing  meet  her,  Her  joyous  people  greet  her,  with  loyal  heart  and  song”. 
Toasts  to  the  Queen,  the  Royal  family  and  the  Lord  Mayor  were  drunk,  and  finally 
at  half  past  eight  the  Queen  rose  to  return  to  her  Palace.  Even  then  she  was  greeted 
in  Cheapside  by  a  choir  of  several  hundred  voices  and  an  orchestra. 

The  menu,  which  was  printed  on  silk,  had  included  150  gallons  of  turtle  soup,  110 
turkeys,  80  pheasants,  300  other  dishes  of  poultry  and  game,  two  barons  of  beef,  45 
hams,  60  dishes  of  mince  pies  and  200  ice  creams  as  well  as  many  other  delicacies. 
The  eight  courses  cost  the  City  £1,400  for  food  and  £571 :17:6  for  wines. 

It  must  have  been  a  wonderful  day  for  the  young  Queen,  and  it  is  small  wonder 
that  the  Corporation  of  London  wanted  a  medal  worthy  of  the  occasion.  The  skill 
and  artistry  of  William  Wyon  were  such  that  the  event  which  his  medal  commemo¬ 
rates  is  still  remembered  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  years  later. 


NOTES  ON  HAMMERED  HALFPENCE  AND  FARTHINGS

Light  Coinage,  1464-70 

On  account  of  the  rise  in  value  of  silver  in  relation  to  the  face  value  of  the  coins 
it  again  became  necessary  to  reduce  the  weight  of  the  penny.  In  1464  or  early  1465 
the  weight  was  reduced  from  15  grains  (0.972  g.)  to  12  grains  (0.7776  g.).  There  is 
no  way  to  distinguish  clipped  heavy  coins  struck  from  the  Class  IV  dies  from  officially 
struck  light  coins  from  the  same  dies.  The  new  dies  made  for  the  light  coinage 
retained  the  same  initial  mark,  a  rose,  but  comparison  shows  it  to  be  smaller  than 
the  one  used  on  the  heavy  dies.  There  are  six  classes  of  silver  coins  distinguished  by 
Blunt  and  Whitton  ( B.N.J. ,  Vol.  25)  and  halfpence  are  known  for  five  of  these.  It 
is  convenient  to  summarise  the  marks  in  a  Table.  Besides  the  use  of  initial  marks  there 
are  various  marks  in  the  obverse  field  as  noted.  The  obverse  legends  usually  read 
EDWARD  DI  GRA  REX.

This  coin  is  only  the  third  farthing  known  for  this  reign  and  although  heavy 
halfpence  of  B.  and  W.  Class  III  have  no  marks  by  the  bust,  the  mint  mark  is 
illegible  thus  making  it  impossible  positively  to  identify  the  piece  as  the  missing 
light  coinage  farthing.

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Royal  Num.  Soc.  February  Ordinary  Meeting. 
Mr.  M.  R.  Broome  read  a  paper  on  “The  restrike  talers 
of  Maria  Theresa”,  in  which  he  considered  the  different 
varieties  of  the  talers  of  Maria  Theresa  which  bear  the 
date  1780  and,  by  comparison  with  similar  coins  of 
earlier  dates,  attempted  to  establish  the  mint  of  origin 
and  approximate  date  of  issue.  He  argues  that  coins 
struck  in  the  year  1780  are  scarce  and  that  the  demand 
for  restrikes  in  quantity  did  not  appear  until  1784. 

A  division  was  proposed  on  the  basis  of  the  arms  given 
on  the  reverse  of  the  coins  and  it  was  suggested  that 
the  Type  1  issues  bearing  the  arms  of  Upper  Austria 
form  a  continuous  series,  whereas  those  of  Type  2  with 
the  arms  of  Burgau  fall  into  two  distinct  groups. 

An  examination  of  the  edge  arabesques  served,  to 
separate  an  early  variety  of  the  Type  2  and  to  allocate  it 
to  Gtinzburg  mint  for  the  period  1785-1805.  Two  other 
groups  were  described  covering  the  periods  1805-1935 
and  1935  to  date  and  a  progression  of  types  w'as  proposed. 
Details  were  given  from  which  the  products  of  the  mints 
of  London,  Paris,  Brussels  and  Rome  can  be  identified 
and  some  guidance  was  given  on  the  Bombay  and 
Birmingham  issues. 

March  Ordinary  Meeting.  Dr.  D.  M.  Metcalf  read  a 
paper  entitled  “Stocks  of  silver  in  Europe  and  the 
Mediterranean  world,  410-1204,  and  economic  theories 
of  their  ebb  and  flow”.  He  referred  to  the  ideas  of  Bolin 
on  the  influence  of  Islamic  silver  on  the  Carolingian 
renaissance  and  examined  the  concept  of  a  European 
stock  of  silver.  With  certain  limitations,  the  quantities 
of  coinage  reflected  that  stock  of  silver.  One  could 
identify  regions  in  which  the  use  of  silver  coinage  was 
concentrated  in  775,  890/950,  990/1050  and  1125/1175 
and  one  could  deduce  inter-regional  movements  of 
bullion.  Re-minting  seemingly  destroyed  the  evidence, 
but  the  study  of  trace  elements  might  lead  to  its  partial 
recovery.  Hoards  revealed  an  apparent  outward  move¬ 
ment  of  coinage  from  the  main  centres  into  the  under¬ 
developed  regions  on  the  frontiers  of  civilised  Europe. 
This  should  be  seen  in  the  context  of  an  expansion  of 
settlement  through  central  Europe  and  a  corresponding 
spread  in  the  areas  where  a  monetary  economy  gave 
concentrations  of  silver  coinage.  The  flood  of  Islamic 
dirhems  from  Transoxania  in  the  ninth  and  tenth 
centuries  was  a  special  case. 

B.A.N.S.  Lecture  Course,  1971.  The  week-end 
lecture  course  organised  by  the  British  Association  of 
Numismatic  Societies  took  place  at  Rosehill,  Cheltenham, 
from  the  2nd  to  the  4th  April,  1971.  More  than  60 
members  of  affiliated  societies  and  their  friends  attended 
the  course. 


Proceedings  commenced  at  7  p.m.  on  the  Friday  with 
a  supper.  This  was  followed  by  an  introductory  talk  by 
the  President  of  B.A.N.S.,  Mr.  Howard  Linecar,  who 
gave  a  most  interesting  account  of  the  publishing  activi¬ 
ties  of  Spink  and  Son  Limited. 

On  Saturday,  the  first  lecture  was  delivered  by  Mr. 
John  Brand.  He  spoke  about  the  English  long-cross 
pennies  and  he  succeeded  in  dealing  with  his  subject  in 
such  a  way  so  that  both  beginners  and  advanced  collec¬ 
tors  found  his  paper  of  considerable  interest.  The 
second  lecture  of  the  morning  was  from  Dr.  Colin  Kraay 
and  entitled  “New  Interpretations  of  Greek  Coins”. 
Dr.  Kraay  dealt  with  a  number  of  Greek  coins  and 
showed  how,  in  recent  years,  opinions  stated  in  the 
classic  works  on  Greek  numismatics  had  been  reconsid¬ 
ered,  resulting  in  some  alternative  suggestions  being  made. 

The  afternoon  of  Saturday  was  set  aside  for  visits  to 
local  places  of  interest.  About  two-thirds  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  went  to  Chedworth  Roman  Villa  and  Northleach 
Church,  whilst  the  remainder  visited  Gloucester  Cathe¬ 
dral  and  Gloucester  Museum.  The  group  was  guided 
round  the  cathedral  by  one  of  the  canons  and  at  the 
museum  a  fine  display  of  Saxon  and  Norman  coins 
struck  at  Gloucester  and  other  local  mints  had  been 
arranged  specially  for  the  visit.  After  supper  on  Saturday, 
there  was  plenty  of  time  for  members  to  talk  numisma¬ 
tics.  The  opportunity  to  discuss  problems  with  other 
students  from  all  parts  of  the  country  is,  of  course,  one 
of  the  advantages  to  be  obtained  by  attending  these 
functions. 

The  first  paper  on  Sunday  was  delivered  by  Mr. 
Stuart  Lane  and  consisted  of  a  survey  of  the  coins  of 
Ireland  from  c.  998  to  1500.  Air.  Lane  showed  a  number 
of  slides  of  the  coins  of  this  period  and  a  large  selection 
of  Irish  coins,  principally  of  John  the  Lord  wras  dis¬ 
played  by  Mr.  Brand.  Two  short  talks  followed;  the 
first  from  Mr.  George  Berry  on  the  subject  of  17th 
century  tokens  from  Buckinghamshire  and  their  signifi¬ 
cance  in  local  history,  and  the  second  from  Mr.  Peter 
Clayton  who  spoke  about  the  production  of  numismatic 
books,  with  particular  reference  to  the  problems  of 
including  good  illustrations  at  reasonable  cost. 

The  final  talk  was  given  on  Sunday  afternoon  by  Mr. 
Peter  Seaby.  His  subject  was“.Modern  Coinage  Design” 
and  he  commented  on  the  designs  of  a  number  of  coins 
from  the  English  cartwheel  penny  to  the  present  issues. 
After  this  there  followed  a  short  discussion  and  then  tea 
was  served  before  the  course  dispersed  at  5.30  p.m. 

Once  again  a  very  successful  course  had  taken  place 
and  thanks  are  due  to  the  organiser,  Mr.  Frank  Snow, 
and  his  wife  for  the  enjoyable  time  had  by  all.

IRISH  REGIMENTS  IN  THE  INDIAN  MUTINY 

By  O.  D.  Cress  well 

No  other  campaign  in  which  British  troops  have  been  involved  has  called  forth 
such  a  cavalcade  of  courage  and  endurance  as  did  the  Sepoy  Mutiny  of  1857.  Many 
factors  brought  this  about.  First  of  all  it  was  a  campaign  in  which  quarter  was  neither 
given  nor  expected.  Secondly  there  was  no  possibility  of  a  withdrawal  so  it  was  a  case 
of  conquer  or  die  and  thirdly  it  was  a  war  marked  by  savagery  on  the  part  of  some 
mutineers  and  revenge  on  the  part  of  those  British  troops  who  had  lost  wives  and 
children.  We  are  told  that  Crimean  veterans  burst  into  tears  when  they  entered 
Cawnpore  and  many  a  soldier  took  with  him  a  lock  of  hair  to  remind  him  of  the 
vengeance  he  had  sworn  to  exact.  At  the  Kaiserbagh  soldiers  fought  on  with  bayonets 
bent  and  serrated  like  saws  and  mad  with  thirst  cried,  “That’s  for  Tommy”  or 
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“Remember  Mary”.  In  the  suppression  of  this  Mutiny  Irish  regiments  bore  a  dis¬ 
tinguished  part.  One  Irish  cavalry  regiment  and  twelve  infantry  battalions  marched 
and  died  throughout  the  terrible  heat  of  that  summer  in  India. 

The  outbreak  of  the  Mutiny  found  India  denuded  of  British  troops.  Many 
regiments  were  recruiting  their  numbers  at  home  after  the  Crimean  War  and  most 
of  the  British  Forces  in  India  were  engaged  in  Burma  and  Persia  while  yet  more  were 
tied  down  in  the  Punjab,  where  the  power  of  the  Sikh  chieftains  had  only  been  broken 
in  1849.  The  shortage  of  troops  can  be  seen  from  the  fact  that  the  magazine  in  Delhi, 
the  largest  in  India,  had  only  nine  British  soldiers  in  its  garrison.  They  held  the 
Magazine  for  some  time  and  when  further  resistance  was  seen  to  be  hopeless  set  fire 
to  the  powder.  The  explosion  was  only  partly  successful  but  in  the  resulting  con¬ 
fusion  the  six  survivors  of  the  “Immortal  Nine  of  Delhi”  made  their  escape,  those 
who  lived  receiving  the  Victoria  Cross  for  their  reward.  Surely  never  was  the  Cross 
more  nobly  earned. 

The  authorities  realised  that  the  possession  of  Delhi  was  essential  and  determined 
on  its  recapture.  General  Anson  with  some  four  thousand  men  and  eight  guns  set  out 
to  storm  the  city.  The  resolution  shown  by  the  General  is  remarkable  when  it  is 
remembered  that  Delhi  was  held  by  forty  thousand  British  trained  soldiers  with 
nearly  two  hundred  guns.  Anson  died  of  cholera  the  day  after  the  force  left  Ambala 
and  sickness  was  added  to  the  tribulations  of  the  little  army  which  included  both 
battalions  of  the  Bengal  Fusiliers,  later  known  as  the  Royal  Munster  Fusiliers.  Sir 
Henry  Barnard  succeeded  to  the  command  and  after  stern  fighting  occupied  the 
Ridge,  some  high  ground  along  one  wall  of  the  city.  Reinforcements  arrived,  including 
the  Guides,  who  had  marched  six  hundred  miles  in  twenty-two  days,  and  troops  from 
the  Punjab  under  Nicholson.  Nicholson,  a  regimental  captain  in  political  employment, 
was  given  the  rank  of  Brigadier  and  to  the  native  troops  he  was  a  god.  To  the  British 
troops  before  Delhi  he  was  “The”  General,  a  sad  reflection  of  the  opinion  held  by 
them  of  their  other  leaders.  His  was  the  stern  unrelenting  will  which  drove  the  army 
on  to  the  breaches  at  Delhi  to  gain  so  resounding  a  victory.  Lying  mortally  wounded 
he  heard  that  Wilson,  then  in  command,  was  contemplating  a  withdrawal  and  thanked 
God  that  he  still  had  strength  left  to  shoot  him. 

Reinforcements  arriving  before  Delhi  had  barely  replaced  casualties  so  when  the 
assault  took  place  at  dawn  on  September  14th  the  British  troops  were  outnumbered 
ten  to  one.  Leadership  of  the  highest  order  was  needed  and  was  forthcoming.  The 
1st  Column,  led  by  Nicholson,  contained  the  1st  Battalion  of  the  Bengal  Fusiliers. 
They  stormed  the  Kashmir  Bastion  while  the  2nd  Battalion  of  the  Regiment  captured 
the  Water  Bastion.  Although  a  week’s  hard  fighting  lay  ahead  the  fall  of  Delhi  was 
now  inevitable  but  at  a  very  heavy  cost  in  British  lives.  At  no  time  did  the  force 
before  Delhi  exceed  nine  thousand  men  yet  their  casualties  totalled  three  thousand. 
Of  the  427  Bengal  Fusiliers  who  followed  Nicholson  into  the  breach  that  day  no 
fewer  than  316  were  killed  or  wounded.  The  most  grievous  loss  the  British  Army 
suffered  that  day  was  Nicholson  himself,  a  born  leader  of  men  and  destined  had  he 
lived  to  reach  the  highest  rank.  His  statue  in  the  Market  Square  in  Lisburn  reminds 
us  of  a  very  gallant  officer. 

The  Defence  of  Lucknow  is  one  of  the  brightest  pages  of  our  history.  So  fine  a 
deed  was  it  that  the  Union  jack  was  permitted  to  fly  over  the  Residency  in  Lucknow, 
night  and  day,  until  British  forces  finally  left  India.  The  first  relieving  force  was  so 
weakened  by  street  fighting  in  Lucknow  that  it  was  incapable  of  effecting  the  with¬ 
drawal  of  the  wounded  and  civilians  and  was  forced  to  remain  in  the  Residency.  These 
men  were  awarded  the  clasp  “Defence  of  Lucknow”  and  among  their  numbers  were 
a  part  of  the  1st  Madras  European  Regiment,  later  to  become  the  1st  Battalion  of  the 
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Royal  Dublin  Fusiliers,  famous  as  Neill’s  Blue  Caps.  Neill  was  a  man  of  great  drive 
and  untiring  energy  although  the  purist  might  consider  him  a  trifle  unorthodox  in 
some  of  his  methods.  He  died  in  the  street  fighting  leading  up  to  the  Residency, 
missing  in  death  both  a  knighthood,  probable,  and  a  court-martial,  certain.  A  second 
relief  force  was  then  assembled  under  Sir  Colin  Campbell,  of  Thin  Red  Line  fame. 
This  second  force  included  the  remainder  of  the  1st  Madras  European  Regiment  and 
totalled  some  five  thousand  men.  Grim  fighting  was  to  be  their  lot  as  the  mutineers 
realised  that  the  fall  of  Lucknow  would  be  the  end  of  their  asperations.  The  advance 
was  temporarily  stopped  at  the  Sikander  Bagh,  the  Garden  of  Alexander,  where  the 
sepoys  held  an  enclosed  park  with  two  thousand  men.  The  only  entrance  was  a  three 
foot  breach.  The  breach  w7as  stormed  and  the  gates  flung  open.  Then  ensued  a 
terrible  slaughter.  The  sepoys  were  caught  in  a  trap  and  perished  to  a  man.  The 
relieving  force  had  marched  through  Cawnpore  and  the  sights  they  had  seen  in  that 
city  had  removed  any  thought  of  mercy  from  their  mind.  It  is  well  to  bear  in  mind 
that  some  of  these  men  earned  both  the  bars  for  the  Defence  of  Lucknow  and  for  the 
Relief  of  Lucknow  and  a  medal  with  both  bars  should  not  be  summarily  dismissed  as 
rubbish.  Careful  vetting  is  needed  though. 

Leaving  a  strong  garrison  in  the  Alainbagh  Sir  Colin  Campbell  withdrew  with 
the  wounded  and  civilians  to  Cawnpore.  Reinforcements  were  pouring  into  India  and 
an  army  of  thirteen  thousand  men  was  gathered  under  Campbell  to  reduce  Lucknow7. 
All  the  mutineers  in  the  area  had  headed  there  looking  for  both  leadership  and  safety. 
Neither  was  to  be  for  them.  On  the  9th  March  1858  Outram’s  Brigade,  in  which  the 
1st  Battalion  of  the  Bengal  Fusiliers  greatly  distinguished  themselves,  attacked  the 
first  line  of  defence.  It  gave  way  and  Campbell’s  main  force,  including  the  1st  Batta¬ 
lion  of  the  Madras  European  Regiment,  moved  in.  Twelve  days  fighting  were  needed 
to  capture  the  city  but  at  the  end  of  that  period  the  Mutiny  was  practically  over. 

While  the  main  engagements  were  over  much  fighting  remained  to  be  done.  Many 
bodies  of  mutineers  in  Central  India  had  to  be  hunted  down  and  their  strongholds 
reduced.  The  men  who  carried  out  these  tasks  were  awarded  the  clasp  “Central 
India”  and  for  some  reason  or  other  collectors  are  inclined  to  hold  this  clasp  in  lowTer 
esteem  than  those  earned  at  Delhi  and  Lucknow7.  Yet  the  fighting  w7as  as  savage,  and 
to  disease  was  added  the  torments  of  the  sun,  w7hose  heat  reached  1 30  degrees  in  the 
tents  holding  the  wounded  and  dying.  Sir  Hugh  Rose,  leading  one  of  the.  columns, 
was  struck  down  by  heat  stroke  four  times  but  continued  to  lead  the  troops  in  person. 
It  may  be  mentioned  that  his  idea  of  the  proper  place  for  the  General  commanding 
was  in  the  front  ranks  of  the  cavalry.  The  armies  in  Central  India  included  both 
Battalions  of  the  Royal  Irish  Rifles,  the  83rd  and  86th  of  Foot,  the  88th  Foot,  the 
1st  Battalion  of  the  Connaught  Rangers,  the  3rd  Madras  European  Regiment,  later 
the  108th  Foot,  the  2nd  Battalion  of  the  Royal  Inniskiliing  Fusiliers  and  the  3rd 
Bombay  European  Regiment,  later  the  109th  Foot,  the  2nd  Battalion  of  the  Leinster 
Regiment.  The  8th  Royal  Irish  Hussars  formed  part  of  the  cavalry  in  this  part  of 
the  campaign. 

Medals  without  a  clasp  will  be  found  to  the  Regiments  which  gained  ‘action’  bars 
but  generally  speaking  these  medals  are  rather  uncommon.  Regiments  which  received 
only  the  medal  without  a  clasp  were  the  27th  Foot,  the  1st  Battalion  of  the  Royal 
Inniskiliing  Fusiliers,  the  87th  Foot,  the  1st  Battalion  of  the  Royal  Irish  Fusiliers,  a 
handful  of  men  from  the  second  Battalion  of  this  Regiment,  the  89th  Foot,  and  the 
1st  Bombay  European  Regiment,  later  the  103rd  Foot,  the  2nd  Battalion  of  the  Royal 
Dublin  Fusiliers.  Theirs  had  been  the  thankless  task  of  preventing  the  spread  of  the 
Mutiny  by  disarming  disaffected  Native  Regiments  and  keeping  order  over  vast  tracts 
of  territory.  It  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  medal  was  only  given  to  men  who  had 
come  under  fire  in  carrying  out  these  duties,  thus  explaining  the  paucity  of  medals  to 
the  89th  Foot.  Some  officers  and  men  of  these  Regiments  were  separated  from  their 
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parent  units  and  earned  bars  to  their  medals.  Other  officers  of  disbanded  Indian 
units  and  indeed  cadets  who  could  not  be  assigned  to  Native  Regiments  in  the  dis¬ 
turbed  state  of  the  country  spent  part  of  their  time  with  an  Irish  Regiment  and  some¬ 
times  claimed  their  medals  as  members  of  such  a  Regiment  thus  explaining  the  exis¬ 
tence  of  medals  named  to  an  Irish  Regiment  and  bearing  a  clasp  or  clasps  to  which 
the  Irish  Regiment  as  a  whole  was  not  entitled.  Such  a  medal  should  be  checked 
against  the  rolls  held  in  the  Public  Record  Office,  British  Regiments,  and  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  Relations  Office,  Company  Regiments,  An  additional  source  of  informa¬ 
tion  for  the  doings  of  officers  who  had  served  with  the  Honourable  East  India  Com¬ 
pany  will  be  found  in  the  claims  of  service  put  in  by  individual  officers  when  applying 
for  leave  to  the  United  Kingdom. 
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N.B. — These  medals  will  not  be  available  for 
inspection  before  Wednesday,  5  th  May, 
though  orders  by  post  and  telephone  are 
accepted  earlier.
